III. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 4-7 are pending. Claims 1-3 are cancelled. 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner holds dependent claim 5 as being allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. (See, Final Office Action at page 4, lines 1-3). 

Claims 4 and 6-7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Yu 
et. al "Trellis Precoding for the Broadcast Channel" published in 2001, pages 1344-1348 ("Yu") 
in view of Yao et. al., "Lattice-Reduction-Aided Detectors for MIMO Communication Systems" 
published in 2002, pages 424-428 ("Yao") and are on appeal. 
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
